Decrease," appeared in the newspapers of Columbiana County. This 
article, according io the county auditor's office, would indicate a 
decrease in expenses of $905.99 in 19 county offices.

In fifteen of these offices actually the operating costs were 
greater in 1959 than in 1958. The offices which showed a decrease 
were as follows: 
W i t h references to the differential in t h e b o a r d of 
elections' expenses, you can recall that in 1959 there were only 
municipal elections, townships, etc., (which are charged back to the 
sub-divisions), compared to a congressional and state election in 
1958, which, of course accounts for the expenses of the board of 
•lections being down. 
The highway department expenses were less naturally, 
because in 1959 there were three bridges built in comparison with 
five in 1958, and since these bridges alone run from approximately 
$7,000.00 and up, this would count for a vast differential in oper­ 
ational costs. 
Secondly, the courts' costs are always dependent on the types 
of cases, number of witnesses, length of the trials, etc. 
Thus, any 
"savings" can be quite variable. 
Thirdly, the Soldiers & Sailors Relief office expenses are also 
a variable item, which depends cn the number of burials and relief 
claims. 
If we will examine the increases in the operating costs of all 
the other fifteen offices in 1958 over 1959, it can be readily 
seen that the so-called $905.99 does not present a very realistic pic­ 
ture of the actual savings of which the present officials are proud.
